In scholarships, in post-grad- 
uate trnininp, and in rinployinrnt pos^ibilitie?, 
the United .States has iniicli to offer, it is gen- 
erally conceded. 

If an increafinj: number of Canadian stud- 
ents and graduates take advantage of the richer 
facilities prevailing across the border, the fault 
Vw> not with tlirm liiit with Ih'o condition.* at 
home which make inch mignition.s dei-irable. 

Although the reputation of Canadian univer- 
sities is a sound one, the fast is (hat Canadians 
are not sufficiently conscious of the value of 
education to .auiij)ort existing colleges let AJitftc 
provide new ones.

Attracted by the wider scope in 
the United States and by the greater public rc- 
ensnitioii of miivrr>ily tr.'iiiiins, many of our 
most prouiis-ing scholars wend their way south- 
ward, sapping our own intclleclua! life and re- 



flecting Canadian inertia to scholarsliip. 

Universities in the United States and in 
Great Britain enjoy greater recognition by the 
public than do eimilar institutions at home. Even 
tlie non-academic public in those countries is 
more sympathetic to the universities than is the 
case in Canada. Tfic generous endowments and 
jiliilantliropical grants to universities in (he 
United States and Britain indicate tthc greater 
interest shown in their hails of learning. 

Chancellor G. P. Gilmour of McMastcr Uni- 
versity earlier this year, wrote: 

"It will not do to dismiss the matter by say- 
ing that colleges arc too cxpen!>ivc, or that too 
many people are beiiiR ednrated. nr tliat no "one 
is being educated properly. Universities arc ex- 
pensive, judged on a per capita basis, but the 
cost is trifling beside the sums srpiandercd on 
needless indulgences or demanded by war. It 
■nay be that too many undergraduates are in 
college at the moment bcc.iuse of an emergency 
situation, but thai does not alter the fact that 
it is impossible for too many people to have some 
■contact with the tinivcrsitics."

McGill Model Parliaments have 
come a long way since the first 
meetings four years ago when the 
Dob.Tting Society lir.-it met wlih 
the four newIy-orRnni/.od political 
club.';. Not so many of us can still 
remember the first speech of tli« 
Throne, dclivcrod with Impassion- 
ed overtones and asides to the call 
girls by the now Governor-Gen- 
eral, His Excellency Prof. Culliton. 

The Speaker in those day.<; was 
Prof, (Raphael) Tuck, who h.ns 
since gone on to lc;id Model Piir- 
llHmonls Ht tlic Univcr.'ity of Cey- 
lon and .still other piirls of the 
globe. Here was a man of order; 
in fact his shrill picas for order 
could be heard through the tumult 
at 15-second intervals. For these 
were the day.s when the govern- 
ment w'as asked such embarrassing 
questions as how well the brasirrc 
industry hiis been handled, or in- 
vitations to the inevitable Pnsl- 
mistrcss-Ccncral to play games. 

There have been near-riots in 
the Model Parliament: we remem- 
ber the noise when one govern- 
ment was sustained by the slender 
margin of two votes, and ,the 
speaker refused n recount. Another 
time the lender of one of the poli- 
tical club.s attempted to rise in the 
open period and describe himself 
as an "Indepcyident". 

Some of the Parliaments* most 
spirited speeches were inspired by 
much more than party spirits; as 
a matter of fact one of the party 
leaders of Inst year's sessions prov- 
ed highly erratic from such a: 
cause. And some of ii.s will never 
forget the passionate description 
from the government benches of 
the member's sister (Inter hU 
mother) who was "there in the 
hospital, dying from trench mouth." 

Back in Ihc first year Marcel 
Joyal created a furor by chnrgin? 
that the Primo Minister "w,ns fit 
to live with pigs." For a long min- 
ute he resisted the Speaker's de- 
mands that he withdraw the re- 
mark, but finally gave In. saying 
simply: 

'In that case, the Prime Minister 

is not fit tn live with pigs." 

The whole of this particular ses- 
sion was recorded by the CBC 
with an eye to a national broad- 
cast. Wc would never quite un- 
derstand why they changed their 
minds. Certainly it was not be- 
cause of Jack Crepeau's maiden 
speech, when he stood up there in

his uncle's .wedding suit and de- 
clared his honor in representing 
the humble constituents of Gravel- 
bourg.

had consulted Aluminium, Ltd., 
before the sc.«sion began. As a 
result, the Ballroom gallery whs 
graced that night with a small hand- 1 
lui of top-ranking Aluminium c.\- > 
ccutivcs. They were in good com- 
pany; sitting alone in the middle of 
the Liberal benches was J. Stanley 
McConncll himself. * ' 

The Progressive Conservatives 
once mightily embarrassed all par- 
ties to the loft by introducing a 
Labour Resolution whidi virtually 
adopted most of the demands of 
Union Congresses themselves. As an 
old-timer wc dare not comment to 
what c.\tcnt this policy was supple- 
mented by their recent moves in 
the Student Labour Club. 

Finally it must be admitted that 
the Model Parliament never showed 
itself in .such colours as the great 
night two years ago when the 
Labour-Progressive Party took 
power. Thai session took the bull 
by the horns (and not Just by the 
earful) when the government at- 
tempted to nationalize— McGill Uni- 
versity itself. 

So if perhaps you were attending 
last niglit's Model Parliament for 
the first time, remember that many 
groat mock-pnriiamcntary careers 
have been made and forgotten be- 
fore your day.

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can be proud. And then too there

In the first place, regarding 
Czechoslovakia, may I present twol 
facts reported by a U.B.C. student 
who spent three weeks on recon- 
struction there this past summer. 
(1) In the district where he was 
working, a group of local civic 
police voluntarily put in extra 
time at a factory to boost produc- 
tion. (2) Nationalized plants arc 
managed by a group of men, one- 
third elected by the workers them- 
selves, and the rest appointed by 
the government planning board and] 
approved by the workers. These 1 
situations are hardly characteristic! 
of a ruthless dictatorship, but' 
rather seem to indicate a spirit of 
true, democracy.
